We 
are fortunate this year to have as our President, Melvin Clark, who has filled 
tin position in a very satisfactory manner. 

Our Senior class rings were ordered in November, and ge got them after 
the Thanksgiving holidays. 

Our class is very proud to have among its number three members of the 
famous basket ball team. Too much cannot be said in honor of this wonderful 
team. In spite of obstacles, large' and small, they have forged right on, and now 
have the Championship of the Falls Cities. We also won the Tournament at 
Hanover and by only a stubborn streak of bad luck, missed going on to 
Indianapolis from the Richmond Tournament. Their playing has been superb, 
and no one who has witnessed their repeated victories can doubt the fame that 
will be theirs in the years to come, should they continue to play. After their 
return from Richmond they were kept busy for a few weeks, attending banquets 
given in their honor. 

Our entire High School career has been a success, and it will be brought 
to a close by the social events of Commencement Week and the Commencement 
Exercises.

Being very lonely and tired from working in my Radio Research Labora- 
tory, which is located in the low rent district in the suburbs of (Jtica, I decided 
to take a tour of the U. S. This was started on February 29th, 1984.

As I was going down Market Street I met Giles Seward who told me that 
he held the position of Manufacturing Chemist for Colgate and Co., and that 
Roy Koehler w as his office manager. This was of great interest to me, for they 
were both classmates of mine. 

It was now about noon, and after looking about for a restaurant, I thought 
of The Clark Hotel. As it was only three blocks away I went around to the 
Hotel but found that it was too late for a regular dinner.

On my return 
trip I stopped at Denver to see the wonderful sights. The first thing that I 
noticed was that Edrie Crone and Edith Huff were still as thick as of High 
School days and conducting a Ladies 1 ready to wear shop. The next thing I 
attended was a foot race in which Weber Schimpff was a winner over Charlie 
Paddock. But this was only a side line business for Weber because he was a 
popular confectioner of the town. 

I also noticed that J. II. S. was well represented in the Red Cross Hos 
pital work by Susie Beck, Blanche Isler, Epsel Hawes and Elizabeth Cauble. 

I was here but one day and then called over to Oklahoma to the Indian 
territory by Governor Dold whom I knew in my school days. He took me 
through the Indian settlements and I was surprised to see Eva Reed, Nellie 
Lambert, and Martha Lee Poole trying to teach the Indian children their 
A. B. C.'s. Of course I was glad to see Indiana teachers so far west. 

My next stop was in Kansas City, and here to my surprise, I found Anna 
Laura Buehler, Jeanette Knight and Jane Wells Bohon conducting a large 
millinery shop, obtaining their styles from their old home of Jeffersonville. 

While still in Kansas, I visited the Auto school and was glad to see teaching 
there, Donald Weber and Johnnie Hargesfieimer, two more from mv school. 

Xext I visited Memphis, Tcnn., and it was at this place where the great 
excitement came, that President Stewart had died of heart failure, and Vice 
President Ernest Stonecipher had died of a broken arch, no heart, because 
Ernest Fisher had run away with his girl, Mary Mayo. 

While here I had frequent headaches and so I went to a noted physician. Dr. Lonzo 
Brummett, tor treatment. He just put a few sugar pills in a bottle, poured a little whiskey 
over them and said they would cure me. Lon/.o had just received a love note from his 
fiancee. Alberta Robinson, telling him that Madeline Newkirk had just been put in the mar- 
riage list by the first woman magistrate, Doris Whitlow. 

At this time, Dorothy Baldwin, and Catherine Bange were taking advanced music from 
Ella Dinsmore, a famous teacher. 

The next stop was Louisville, Ky The evening I arrived there was a little bout between 
Dempsey and Hussel Lancaster in which "Rustic" put him to sleep in the fifth round, thus 
taking the belt from him. 

I was invited over to the Y. W. C. A. to a banquet and while there learned that Helen 
Lancaster and Neva Williams had charge of the management of the institution and that 
Madeline Youmans was turning out many winning basketball teams. 

Helen told me that Christinia Crum, Pauline Williams, Dorothy Wilson, and Lillie 
Woehrle had fine clerical positions in different banks and insurance companies in Louisville, 
Ky. After taking my little t rip, I returned to my laboratory, very happy that I had again 
seen mv classmates of '21.
